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The Earthquake that Shook Armenia 
The Relief Effort that Changed the World

ohn A. Simourian was a legendary athlete at Watertown 
(MA) High School and Harvard College during the mid- 
1950s and his successes on the football and baseball fields 
made him one of the most celebrated Armenian-American 
sports figures in the 20" century. 

Yet unbeknownst to everyone except a few close friends, 
Simourian initiated a relief effort that saved the lives of numerous 
victims of the devastating earthquake in Armenia in 1988 by 
reaching out to two players he had met while leading Harvard’s 
football team 30 years before.

The relief effort, which depended on a secret agreement between 
the United States and the Soviet Union to succeed, was spurred by 
an entreaty to Simourian by his wife Michele that “we’ve got to do 
something” hours after learning of the disaster. 

Three decades later, the devastating earthquake is a reminder 
of the horrific events that Armenia and its people has had to endure 
to survive through history. But a closer look of what followed it, 
particularly the collapse of Communism and the closening of ties 
between those in the diaspora and the homeland, is also a tribute to 
the distinctly Armenian-characteristic of not only surviving national 
tragedy but becoming stronger from it. 

For Simourian, that journey began the morning after he learned 
of the earthquake. From his office as president of his family-owned 
transportation company, he called the chief of one of the country’s

largest manufacturers of dialysis equipment, a man whom Simourian 
had competed against while quarterbacking Harvard’s football team 
and told him of the crisis. 

Having seen television images of the devastation, Vernon R. 
Loucks, Jr., Chairman of Baxter International and former end for 
Yale’s varsity football team, was only too willing to help with a 
massive relief effort. Baxter would donate more than a million 
dollars’ worth of modern dialysis equipment — as well as the 
doctors and technicians to operate them — that was desperately 
needed in Armenia. 

“T consider what 
we did here perhaps the 
best thing I ever accom- 
plished in my business 
career,” said Loucks, 
now 83. “And the real 
reason I did it was be- 
cause of the sense of ur- 
gency in John’s voice.” 

But Loucks knew 
that the 20 machines 
and related equipment 
needed to get to Arme- 
nia immediately or they 
would do little good to 
bring medical relief to 
the earthquake victims. 
Survivors of collapsed 
buildings invariably 
suffer shock, which 
can lead to fatal kidney 
damage unless treated 
with dialysis quickly. 

Loucks asked Si- 
mourian if he knew 
anyone in Washington, 
D.C. who could cut 
through the red tape and 
expedite the transport of 
the equipment from the 
United States to Yere- 
van. Simourian’s next 
phone call was to the

most important person he knew in Washington 
— US Senator Edward M. Kennedy, an influ- 
ential member of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee who had been an end on the Harvard 
University varsity football team that Simourian 
played for during the 1950s. 

Kennedy too had seen the television 
coverage of the devastation that the earthquake 
had brought and pledged to Simourian that 
he would do anything he could do and do 
it as soon as possible. But, according to 
Simourian, Kennedy insisted on one condition 
— that neither Simourian nor Loucks make any 
mention of Kennedy’s involvement in getting 
the desperately-needed approvals and permits 
granted. Simourian — and Loucks — kept that 
pledge for three decades even though the doors 
that he helped open for them were monumental 
and their impact both life-saving and long- 
lasting for Armenia. 

Kennedy’s official papers cataloguing his 
work in the Senate have yet to be made public 
so documenting the actual steps he might have 
taken to facilitate the Baxter shipment from 


the United States to Armenia was impossible. John and Michele Simourian in Armenia. 


However, Kennedy spoke of his commitment 

to the relief effort a few weeks later when the Soviet Union 
placed a sudden halt on all relief shipments to Yerevan. At a 
press conference at Boston’s Logan Airport where several planes 
filled with emergency goods had been delayed from taking off, 
Kennedy said: 

“Tt will not only be physical things on that flight but, more 
deeply, it will be prayers and a sense of loss. This isn’t just one plane. 
There will be a second plane, and a third plane, and a fourth plane. 
The American people are resolute, and we are going to continue 
our efforts for Armenia.” 

But by that time the Baxter dialysis equipment had already 
arrived in Yerevan and had been installed and being used to treat 
needy victims. How did it get there — by an extraordinary concession 
to America’s fiercest Cold War adversary. Apparently through 
Kennedy’s intercession, the Pentagon cleared a Soviet military 
transport plane to land at Andrews Air Force Base in suburban 
Maryland, the same airfield used by the President’s Air Force One, 
and take off from there to Yerevan. 

At the same time, again apparently through Kennedy’s 
influence, the US State Department and the Soviet embassy in 
Washington gave immediate approval to allow Dr. Allan Collins, 
a Minnesota kidney specialist, and three Baxter engineers and 
technicians to fly aboard the military transport plane — squeezed in 
with the 80,000 pounds of dialysis equipment — from Andrews Air 
Force Base to Yerevan. 

“T’ve been around government operations before, but ’d never 
seen anything like this,” recalled David Walker, a Baxter engineer 
who helped retrofit the new dialysis machines to make certain they 
would work once they arrived in Yerevan. “T still can’t believe it 
happened — loading modern, American healthcare equipment onto 
a Russian plane on what has to be one of the most secure American 
military bases there is.”

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The flight — which stopped in Newfoundland and Moscow 
before reaching Armenia — lasted 20 hours. On arrival in Yerevan 
on December 20, the dialysis machines were immediately placed 
into the two Yerevan hospitals designated to treat those suffering 
from kidney damage. 

The situation on the ground in Yerevan was near-desperate. 
According to Dr. James Tattersall, a British doctor who was one 
of the first medical personnel to rush to Armenia on hearing of 
the earthquake — arriving in Yerevan only days later — the need for 
the new kidney dialysis machines was urgent. He estimated that 
approximately 1,500 people, who had been rescued from collapsed 
buildings in Spitak and Leninakan (now Gyumri) and rushed to 
Yerevan for emergency dialysis treatment, died at the hospitals 
because of the lack of adequate dialysis equipment in operation at 
the time of the earthquake. 

Ultimately, Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev, who cut short a 
visit to the United States to rush to the earthquake-stricken region, 
would give official authorization for Armenia to accept humanitarian 
aid from the United States and the rest of the world. In all, more 
than 100 countries would respond. But, according to Dr. Sevak 
Avagyan, then a deputy within the Armenian Ministry of Health, it 
was the Baxter shipment of dialysis equipment that convinced the 
Soviet officials that they needed to accept humanitarian assistance 
from foreign countries. 

“The only way to save those rescued from collapsed buildings 
was to get them on dialysis but our equipment was outdated and 
totally unable to meet the overwhelming demand,” said Avagyan, 
who is now Executive Director of the Armenian Bone Marrow 
Donor Registry in Yerevan. “Baxter was one of the first to arrive. 
They opened the door.” 

Thirty years after the devastating earthquake, Simourian, 
having told only a few close friends about the relief effort over the 
years, spoke of it again over a recent dinner with Zaven Khanjian, 
Executive Director/CEO of the Armenian Missionary Association 
of America (AMAA). Khanjian was so moved by the account, he 
asked Simourian to allow him to make it public. I was contacted by 
the AMAA and asked to connect with Simourian. I did and looking 
as fit and focused when he was earning headlines as a standout 
athlete at Watertown High School and Harvard, Simourian agreed 
to tell me the story of the relief mission.

With its epicenter about 55 miles north of Yerevan, the 
earthquake began at 11:41 in the morning of December 7. The 
earthquake reached such a force and brought such immediate 
destruction that many residents believed for a long time that it was 
not a natural disaster but an underground nuclear explosion that 
had struck. 

Later determined to be the largest ever to hit inside the Soviet 
republics, the earthquake measured 6.9 on the Richter scale and 
lasted about 30 seconds. The two Armenian cities closest to the 
epicenter, Spitak and Leninakan, suffered between 25,000 to 50,000 
deaths, and up to 130,000 people were injured. 

For Armenia, a country of about 3 million people, the casualty 
level made the earthquake one of the most devastating national 
disasters in modern times. 

Leninakan was the bigger of the two cities struck, in fact 
with a population of 200,000 it was Armenia’s second largest 


in size. Following the 
quake, the collapse 
of the buildings was 
so bad that those 
who lived there in 
the past and rushed 
to the scene to assist, 
could not recognize 
their neighborhoods. 
More than 15,000 
of its residents were 
killed and 75 percent 
of the city said to be 
destroyed. Block after 
block of eight- to ten- 
story buildings, built 
during the Soviet 
regime with inadequate 
concrete and steel 
reinforcements, lay in 
rubble. Even though a 
Russian military base 
was located there, it 
lacked the heavy 
equipment and cranes needed to move the rubble to search for 
possible survivors. 

Former head of the Armenian Genocide Museum in Yerevan, 
Hayk Demoyan was a 15-year old school boy living with his family 
in Leninakan at the time. He had gone off to school with his brother 
that Wednesday morning with the warning of his mother echoing in 
his ears that she had had a nightmare and that the two boys should 
be extra careful at school that day. 

Demoyan took notes of what happened during the next 
several days and shared them with me recently. He was in his shop 
class at 11:40 when the school began shaking, and his instructor 
immediately knew what was happening. 

“He told us that it’s a quake and that we should run,” Demoyan 
wrote. “That race was the race between life and death. The creaking 
of the cement stairs, the party leaders’ pictures and the sound of 
the shattering glass, the screams of the students and teachers, all 
mixed together, creating a truly hellish reality. The sounds coming 
from outside were frightening and impossible to forget.” 

On arriving home, he found that all members of his immediate 
family — his parents, brother and sister — had survived. But so

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many distant relatives had not, including his two cousins who were 
trapped beneath a building and spoke to rescuers for two days, 
before they died. 

Anahit Harutyunyan** was only five years old living with 
her parents and sister. Now a reporter in Gyumri, she remembered 
being at her grandmother’s home soon after the earthquake struck. 
“Everyone was watching the chandelier, not with the expectation 
of light but to see if it moved,” she wrote in an article published in 
Mediamax.am in Armenia last year. 

All the kids in her neighborhood learned to dread the 
Armenian word for earthquake — Zhazhq — and her lasting memory 
was standing in her grandmother’s dining room and staring at the 
chandelier to see if it would sway violently as it had during the 
earthquake. 

The destruction in Spitak was even worse. The city was 
virtually destroyed in the quake, and a third of its 15,000 residents 
killed. The roads in and out of the city were rendered impassable 
and those fortunate enough to be rescued from collapsed structures 
could not be transported to Yerevan or hospitals outside of the 
epicenter. It took more than a week for an organized relief effort 
to mobilize, and in the interim many survivors slept outside in the 
December cold. Even the city’s main hospital collapsed during the 
earthquake killing both the patients and medical staff. 

“The scale of the destruction drove people crazy, and each 
person focused on his own family,” said an Armenian professional 
photographer who arrived at the scene within two hours of the 
catastrophe. “Those who were at the factory or office, ran home. 
They were walking over bodies.” 

Even though hundreds of relief workers rushed to the scene 
to assist in the recovery effort, the lack of power tools and heavy 
equipment hampered their efforts. An Armenian man who was found 
digging with his fingers and hands was told by a doctor that if he 
continued to dig that way, he risked amputation. According to the 
book, Armenia in Crisis: The 1988 Earthquake, the man answered: 
“What do my hands matter, everything I cherish is under there — my 
son, my daughter, my wife and my mother.” 

For those fortunate enough to be pulled from the rubble, kidney 
failure was an immediate concern. When a person is trapped under 
concrete or debris, their blood supply will continue to flow to their 
brain but not their kidneys and lower extremities. “Crush” is the 
medical term for the condition and serious kidney damage, even

death, can result if the patient is not given dialysis treatment within 
a matter of days. 

So, realizing that time was of extreme essence that numerous 
lives of victims who had been rescued from collapsed buildings 
hung in the balance, Armenians everywhere began to rally. Only a 
trickling few in the Diaspora had given much time or money to a 
Homeland still caught in the Soviet grip but the emergency presented 
by the earthquake was something different. The horrific impact of the 
earthquake was being broadcast every day by CNN and the major 
television networks and it gave rise to countless frantic conversations 
in numerous homes of Armenians across America and elsewhere. 

One of them was at the Lincoln, MA home of George and 
Carolann Najarian, both of whom had been to Armenia in prior 
years in part to study the condition of public health but once there 
had joined the growing call for independence for the enclave of 
Karabagh (now Artsakh). 

“T don’t think many of the others had even been to Armenia, 
remember this was still during the Soviet regime, but this was 
something different — the suffering was on a massive scale and we 
needed to help,” Carolann Najarian recalled. 

While basic emergency supplies such as food, clothes, blankets 
and children’s goods were foremost on the minds of countless 
people, a fundraising campaign was outlined among those who 
met at the Najarians’ home. But soon organizations began to be 
established to address more deep-seated needs in the country, 
including the Armenian Children’s Milk Fund, the Fund for 
Armenian Relief, the Armenian Health Alliance, Kirk Kerkorian’s 
The Lincy Foundation and, in 1994, Carolyn Mugar’s Armenia 
Tree Project. The Armenian Missionary Association of America 
(AMAA), which had been established in 1918 to provide care and 
support in numerous other countries for children left orphans by the 
Genocide, began the Earthquake Orphan Fund and provided care 
for the first time to children in Armenia. 

For certain, the massive humanitarian relief effort did not take 
care of all of the damage done by the earthquake. At least 2,000 
families in Gyumnri still live in the tin shanties that provided housing 
for 40,000 residents immediately after the earthquake. But overall, 
three decades later, it is inspiring to consider the extraordinary rest 
of the Soviet Empire — since the earthquake. Public outrage by 
Armenians toward the shoddy construction of high-rise buildings 
that had collapsed in the tremors was followed by disgust over the

slow and chaotic rescue efforts. Within a year, the Berlin Wall was 
falling, and Gorbachev was telling all Soviet republics they were free 
to declare their independence and Armenia was 
the first to do so, by popular vote in 1990. 

But the Simourians could envisage none 
of those changes as they drove away from 
the Najarians’ home that night after the 
earthquake struck. 

Michele Simourian recalled recently 
that with tears flowing down her eyes she 
looked at her husband, and said, “John, 
we’ve got to do something.” Then 
she reminded him of his friendship 
with Vernon Loucks, his Ivy League 
football foe. Loucks had risen in the 
ranks of Baxter Healthcare and taken 
over as its CEO as well as its Board 
Chairman the year before, and 
Michele suggested John call him. 

A life-saving mission 
between two world powers would 
result from that phone call and 
remarkably enough it was the 
product of the respect and trust 
that two men gained playing football 
against each other more than 30 years before.

When asked recently about their strongest memory of the other, 
Simourian and Loucks both remembered the fierce competition 
each showed during the three varsity football games they played 

against one another between 1954-1956 — Yale winning two 

and Harvard one of The Games. 

“T remember him because he 
played end on offense and defense,” 
Simourian said. “I’m still sore from 

some of the tackles he made on me.” 

And what does Loucks remember 
about Simourian’s play? “He was a 
threat on every single play. He wasn’t the 
biggest guy on their team, but he was the 
most versatile,” Loucks recalled. 

Following their graduations, both 
served in the military — Loucks as a Marine, 
and Simourian in the Navy — and after 
graduating from Harvard Business School 
at different times both began their successful 
business careers: Loucks in healthcare and 
Simourian, with his son, building a trucking 
company into a national transportation 
organization, headquartered in Needham, MA. 

Despite his legendary athletic record and 
successful business career, Simourian says the 
most important decision he made in his life was 
to court and marry Michele, now his wife of 
56 years. Born in France, Michele met John after coming to 
Boston and later Simmons College. Long an advocate for Armenian 
causes and organizations, she has served as a Board member of the 
AMAA. In addition, she is co-founder with Elizabeth Agbabian of 
AMAA’s Orphan and Child Care Committee commissioned by the 
Association. 

If the idea for the relief mission began with Michele urging 
her husband to re-connect with his Ivy League football foe, Loucks 
credited one of Baxter’s vice presidents, Warren D. (Don) Johnson, 
with immediately implementing the idea and getting the equipment 
and engineers ready for flight to Armenia. 

Johnson was accustomed to emergency missions. A retired 
lieutenant general in the US Marine Corps, Johnson had been a 
fighter pilot during World War II and risen to become chief of staff 
of the US Strategic Air Command in Omaha and then director of the 
US Defense Nuclear Agency which was responsible for maintaining 
the country’s atomic bombs and nuclear testing programs. 

Because he had participated in negotiations between the US 
and the Soviet Union to reduce their nuclear arsenals, Johnson 
told Simourian he had contacts in Russia whom they could draw 
on. But echoing what Loucks had told him, Simourian recalled 
Johnson telling him that they needed someone in Washington who 
could facilitate getting the Baxter equipment transported from the 
United States to Yerevan. 

That solidified it for Simourian — Kennedy was his only hope. 
In the early morning hours of December 18, 1988, a little more 
than ten days after the earthquake had struck Armenia, the Russian 
Aeroflot landed at Andrews Air Force Base, was quickly loaded with 
the 80,000 pounds of dialysis equipment and took off.

dawn dark, says he wasn’t alone in wondering about the perilous 
nature of the mission he had joined. When he stepped out of a hangar 
to approach the transport plane, Lundeen recalls coming across a unit 
of US military commandos all dressed in black, whose commander 
told him: “We don’t know who’s coming off that plane, and we want 
to be sure we’re prepared for anything.” 

It is evident Johnson too didn’t know what the Baxter engineers 
and Dr. Collins, the kidney specialist from Minnesota, should 
expect once they landed in Moscow, the last leg of their flight 
before reaching Yerevan. In a cable to them, Johnson stressed they 
should memorize the name and telephone number of Dr. Yevegny 
Chazov, the top Health Minister in the Kremlin, in case they ran 
into any trouble. 

Several years before, Chazov had joined with the renowned 
Boston-based cardiologist Dr. Bernard Lown to establish the 
International Physicians for the Prevention of Nuclear War, and the 
group was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize in 1985. 

Johnson’s cable also listed Norman Stein as a person to contact 
in case the group ran into any problems while in the Soviet Union. 
Stein, who had raised money for the anti-nuke organization and 
traveled to Russia on several previous occasions, recalls advising the 
Baxter group: “Whatever you do, never leave the medical equipment 
out of your sight, or it will disappear, and you’ll never see it again.” 

On reaching Yerevan, they received a welcoming embrace 
from the Soviet officials and Armenian medical personnel — a 
clear measure of how desperate the medical situation had become. 
Because of the antiquated medical equipment, neither of the two 
hospitals designated to treat the earthquake victims were able to 
provide the needed care, and hundreds were dying every day or 
being sent to Moscow. 

The three Baxter engineers went to work immediately 
outfitting their dialysis machines to the water treatment resources 
that existed at the two hospitals. By the end of December, the 
Baxter dialysis machines had been joined by other pieces arriving 


for The Boston Globe and a founding member of The 


from West Germany and England and together they were able to 
meet the critical demand that the earthquake had brought — the 
doctors were able to provide life-saving kidney dialysis treatment 
to 400 patients. 

Anna Bulgarian, a 14-year old who had been pulled from a 
collapsed building, was one of the first to receive treatment from 
Dr. Collins. She was in a deep sleep when hooked up to the dialysis 
equipment but within two hours, her eyes opened, and she perked 
up enough to wave to Lundeen. “That was a real emotional level for 
everybody because this was the realization of the whole mission,” 
Lundeen said. 

Lundeen and his two colleagues returned to the United States by 
the end of December but that did not end the Baxter commitment to 
Armenia — Loucks sent another five technical and medical personnel 
to replace them. The second team’s job was to continue to treat 
earthquake victims while working to make sure that Baxter’s dialysis 
machines became part of Armenia’s commitment to a modernized 
health care system. 

Later that spring, Loucks summoned all of those Baxter 
employees who had participated in the relief effort to an appreciation 
dinner at the company’s headquarters in Illinois, and he asked John 
and Michele Simourian to attend. “I knew we had done something 
that none of us would ever forget,” Loucks said, “and I wanted to 
thank John and Michele as representatives of the Armenian people 
for letting us serve them.” O

CENTER OF AMAA'S 


HEART

t’s 1988...The Republic of Armenia is going through a 

severely trying period-she is fighting for the independence 

and freedom of her brother, Nagorno-Karabagh and trying 

to establish her independence from her most powerful neigh- 

bors. On the 7th of December 1988 at 11:41 a.m., it felt like 
another ordinary, mildly-cold winter day. People are going about 
their day, occupied with their normal tasks. One person dropped off 
her child at the preschool and is rushing to work. Some people are 
preparing to go to lunch. Many students are anxiously waiting for 
the sound of that long-awaited school bell. 

But alas...on December 7, 1988, residents of the Shirak and 
Lori regions were robbed of their pleasant conversations, robbed 
of the apartments they had built with their own sweat, robbed of 
their families and those most dear and precious to them, and robbed 
of their dreams. 

I remember I was in school; I was in the 7th grade. When the 
earthquake struck, we all ran outside of the classroom. Our class- 
room was in the second building of the school, but since our school 
had a strict system, none of us dared to break the windows on the first 
floor and run outside. Instead, we ran to the first building, where the 
main entrance was located. My classmates and I didn’t reach the first 
building in time and the building crumbled on us. Next to me, one 
of the boys in my class had fallen. When the ground stopped shak- 
ing, a small light pierced through the dust and screams. Those who 
survived slowly moved toward that light. It was a small opening in 
the rocks, through which we were able to crawl out. On the outside 
it was more terrifying than on the inside. There were children who 
lost body parts, dead teachers, blood everywhere, dust, and bricks. 
The teachers who survived were trying to save the children. They 
placed the ones who had died on the sidewalks. 

My father was a military officer. Before he got to the school, my 
mother had already run two kilometers, without stopping, and reached 
the school before him. My sister stayed home from school that day 
as she had an exam at her music school. Imagine being told that your 
children’s school no longer exists, while you are running toward that 
school to save them. The disaster was terrible and the scars it created 
will forever remain in the memories of those who lived through it. 

In just 30 seconds, about 40 percent of Armenia’s land, which 
was inhabited by one million people, had been destroyed. The 
earthquake, with a magnitude of 9 and higher, had destroyed an

area of three thousand square meters. 21 cities and regions and 342 
villages were affected. 514,000 people were left without shelter. 
Around 20,000 people received injuries of different degrees. 416 
people, including 54 children, lost their limbs. 12,500 people were 
hospitalized, and 25,000 died. The number of lives lost was espe- 
cially high in Gyumri (about 15,000-17,000) and in Spivak (4,000). 
Due to the efforts of the townspeople and the rescuers, more 
than 45,000 people were taken out from beneath the ruins, whether 
dead or alive. During the first few days, people were being removed 
from the ruins with the use of basic tools and/or by hands. 
Armen, who was my height and the son of a relative, was 
trapped under a concrete tile. When his father saw him bleeding, he 
sawed his feet off and rushed him to the airport in a stranger’s car 
to get him to Yerevan. But the boy died on the way. Many victims 
were paralyzed, many children were orphaned, and many were taken 
abroad for medical assistance and remained there. Some had mental 
breakdowns after witnessing the deaths of their family members. 
The lives of many people were changed. Many were left at the verge 
of poverty, homelessness, and unemployment. A new culture was 
formed - one of social insecurity and individual insecurity. 
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Great damage was done to the architectural, historical, and art 
monuments, as well as to 917 centers of national education. 

The architectural monuments in Gyumri were destroyed, 
including the “All Savior” church - Shirak’s ornament and pride. 
Gyumri, which was called Leninakan at the time, lost its craft cen- 
ters, manufacturing companies and factories. 

There were about 40,000 workers in more than 50 companies 
in the city that produced more than 700 types of industrial goods. 
Gyumri was one of the most important centers of the textile industry 
in the USSR and the largest one in Armenia. In the Republic, the 
first knitwear industry was founded in Gyumri. The most important 
industries also included the shoe-making and sewing industries. All 
of these were destroyed. People were robbed of their daily bread, 
their homes, and everything they had created over the years. 

But the situation in Armenia was getting worse; the country 
was in a war zone, the Soviet Union had just collapsed, indepen- 
dent Armenia was still in the formation stage, and, added to all 
that, were the consequences of the earthquake. People did not have 
electricity, gas, running water, and essential living conditions. I 
remember that in the 1990s, we had electricity only at night, from 
3:00 to 4:00 am. My mother would wake us up at that time so that 
we could bathe, while she cooked and did chores that required hot 
water. For many years, the basic conditions for day-to-day living 
were missing in Gyumri. 

The world spoke of the tragedy of the Armenian nation. Hun- 
dreds of organizations, world-renowned actors, singers, politicians, 
and the entire Armenian Diaspora united and lent a helping hand 
to the people suffering from the devastating destruction. In those 
days, it seemed as though Armenia had become the center of the 
world. Yes, life continued. God helped the widow find solace in 
the hope of living with family members who had survived. He 
comforted the mothers who lost their sons, and the broken families 
by reuniting them. Through the help of many powerful institutions 
and benevolent individuals, new apartments and houses were con- 
structed. Denmark, Italy, Great Britain, and other countries helped 
build schools, hospitals, kindergartens, and other educational centers 
in Gyumri. Volunteers from different cities and villages in Armenia, 
as well as from abroad, helped rebuild the city. 

The Armenian Missionary Association of America had no less 
of a contribution during those days. The organization immediately 
began its benevolent projects in Armenia, mainly in the region of 
Shirak. The AMAA aided disaster-affected families by providing 
food, medication, baby food, clothes, stationery, and much more. 

The AMAA was officially registered in Gyumri in 1999. The 
AMAA Child Sponsorship Program was launched, which aided 
children from orphanages, socially vulnerable and disadvantaged 
families, as well as children from families with multiple children 
or absent parents. About 590 children were registered in the Spon- 
sorship Program in 1999 and 120 children were given baby milk 
every month. Thanks to this program, many broken hearts were 
healed, unfulfilled dreams once again came true, and many young 
men continued their higher education. 

The children who attended the various AMAA programs went 
on to become doctors, educators, economists, historians, artists, 
and ultimately, good citizens for the nation. The AMAA offered 
summer camps in Armenia, where children spent their holidays 
and experienced a new feeling of being loved and cared for. Many 
children from the Shirak region benefited from this wonderful 


program; however, many children were deprived of it because of 
the disaster. 

Over the years, medical clinics and dental clinics were estab- 
lished in cities affected by the earthquake. Several cultural and 
educational programs were launched, and different organizations 
and benefactors rebuilt schools and preschools. The AMAA was a 
glimmer of hope, a lighthouse in those gray and dreary days, and 
now it has become an even closer friend and a relative to the families 
where it has shown rays of its great light and warmth. 

In 2015, the AMAA began constructing a new building in Gy- 
umri. The staff of the Gyumri office moved to the newly-constructed 
building in 2018 and started programs with a renewed energy and a 
more cheerful spirit. The new building, which is very different from 
the previous one, gives new opportunities to implement the vision 
and mission of the Evangelical Church of Armenia in Gyumri and the 
AMAA in Gyumri. The new church building is so large and bright 
that it feels as though it invites believers to know God’s love and af- 
fection. The church hall is also suitable for the Christmas and Easter 
programs, and other great events. The new building helps involve 
more children in the different cultural and educational programs. 

The perfect choice of stone color and architectural elements of 
Gyumri’s new AMAA building complement the colors of Gyumri 
and fill its cultural gap. For almost 30 years, that same area held the 
half-ruined houses, which served as a remembrance of the earth- 
quake. AMAA’s Gyumnri office has helped several thousand families 
over thirty years. Thousands of children have benefited from the 
baby milk and the social sponsorship programs. Thousands of chil- 
dren have been and are being educated in the cultural, educational, 
and handicraft groups. 

In 2018, 1,000 children were invited to the Christmas event 
where they received gifts. Along with the parents, about 1,800 
people attended the event. More families will be taken out of their 
socially vulnerable conditions. New job opportunities were cre- 
ated for several social workers and teachers. The Gyumri office’s 
previous educational program was moved to the new building and 
became a community-based “Shogh” Daycare Center, which aids 
60 children. “Shogh” will give children the opportunity to develop 
their knowledge, acquire new skills, and take firm and consistent 
steps toward creating a bright new future. 

At present, the Gyumri office has about 300 children involved 
in the tapestry, macramé, embroidery, carpet making, table decora- 
tion, design, drama, painting, woodworking, and dance classes. 90 
adults attend the Sunday services and 120 children attend Sunday 
school. This year, 240 children and young adults from Gyumri are 
participating in the Summer Camp programs. The children now 
come to the Center with pleasure and enthusiasm, the classrooms are 
bright and hospitable, and the staff works in comfortable conditions. 
Currently, 26 registered and 7 volunteer employees are serving in the 
Gyumri office and the Evangelical Church of Armenia in Gyumri. 

The staff of the Gyumri office is proud and happy to be working 
in such an organization and for having the opportunity to serve its 
residents, especially the children. 

The past will not be forgotten. We will never forget the thou- 
sands of helping hands that were lent to us, the unfamiliar names 
that have become dear to us, and the good work that helped our 
suffered nation to get back up on its feet. O

whole world came to the aid of Armenia including the Armenian Diaspora and the Armenian Evangelical 

Churches worldwide which were mobilized through the Armenian Missionary Association of America 
(AMAA). 

My wife Sylvie and | were sent by the AMAA to Armenia on a cargo plane just three weeks after the 
Earthquake to lighten the burden of the victims. After this visit, | wrote a detailed report describing the 
situation and the needs of the Armenian people. The AMAA then communicated to its members and friends the medical, 
social, as well as the spiritual needs of Armenia. Soon after the Earthquake an Armenian psychologist from Paris also went to 
Armenia for a few months. He visited the earthquake region and travelled from village to village spending time with families 
and individuals to hear their stories and their feelings to help minimize their pain. Upon his return to Paris he said, “Pastor, | 
am troubled by what | saw and heard in Armenia. When | asked the Armenians, who lost everything and had nothing, ‘what is 
your need and how can | help?’, often their response was, ‘Can you give me a Bible as a gift?’ Personally, | am an atheist. But 
to be true to my promise to these people, | will be thankful if you can give me 200 Armenian Bibles to take with me when | 
return in a few weeks.” 

In early 1990 the AMAA and its French partner “Hope for Armenia” decided to send a large number of Bibles to Armenia 
even though it was still the Soviet era. In March 1990, with the help of AMAA Executive Director Rev. Dr. Movses Janbazian, 
we received three large trucks from Europe, filled with 50,000 Armenian Bibles. The trucks arrived in Yerevan at Lenin’s Square 
(today Republic Square) and stayed at the Square for three days until by a miracle they cleared Customs by the Communist 
Authorities. The joy of thousands of people who received these precious gifts in the coming days was unimaginable. 

Yes, the Word of our Lord Jesus is always on target: “Man shall not live on bread alone, but on every word that comes 
from the mouth of God.” Matthew 4:4 

We live in a materialistic world today and it is hard for us to understand the true value of life. When we are young, society 
teaches us some secrets so that we can find success in our lives: good education, professional training, go up the career ladder, 
start a good family, and in general enjoy to the maximum all the good things in life. 

Of course, these things are important. We need to accomplish as many of these successes as possible, so we can reach 
the goals we’ve set. However, we cannot be satisfied only with material, familial and social success. We must realize that as 
humans, we are created by God who is the King and Lord of the heavens and the earth. As Christian believers, we know that 
our mission is to communicate the Good News of salvation in Jesus Christ. This Good News is of course about the love of God 
and the love of people. 

But this Good News first and foremost is the message of reconciliation between God and people. We were lost, far from 
God because of our sin. But now the light has come before us. We are not alone. Jesus Christ touched our hearts and with 
faith we understood that this message is for us. God forgave our sins, and this is possible because Jesus Christ gave His life 
on the Cross, with His Blood washed away our trespasses, and with His resurrection gave us victory. What a beautiful hope! 
Yes, as human beings we need material bread to live. But we also need to hear the Word of God. This Word is present with 
us to lead us, to correct us, and to give us true life, the life that we live today which continues onto eternal life. 

Our world needs spiritual revival. No matter what happens, regardless of where we live, we feel this need, not only for 
Armenians but for all nations and peoples. May Christian organizations, including the AMAA, continue in their mission to spread 
the Good News of salvation in Jesus Christ along with their outreach of meeting the spiritual and physical needs of people. 

On the occasion of the Centennial of the AMAA and the 30-year anniversary of the Earthquake, may God renew our 
strength, goals and vision to continue to serve only for His glory. O 


i t is almost 30 years since an earthquake ravaged Armenia’s northern region on December 7, 1988. The

ev. Vahan Bedikian was born on April 12, 1931 
in Alexandretta, Turkey and grew up under the 
influence of devout Christian parents. 

In 1938, the family moved to Beirut, Lebanon 
where he attended Armenian Evangelical High School. For 
his higher education he attended the American University of 
Beirut along with a combined program at the Near East School 
of Theology (NEST). He graduated from both institutions 
in 1955 with a Bachelor of Arts and a diploma in theology 
degrees, respectively. Rev. Bedikian assisted Rev. Garabed 
Tilkian at First Church in Beirut for one year after his gradu- 
ation from the NEST. 

Rev. Bedikian was the Armenian Missionary Association 
of America’s missionary in Syria following Rev. Hovhannes 
Karjian who left in 1956. The project was launched under the 
initiative of Rev. Puzant H. Kalfayan, the Executive Secretary 
of the AMAA. There were a number of Kurdish Armenians in 
the Kamishli area who had no spiritual leadership or any con- 
nection to the Armenian community. (This is the same area that 
has been more recently controlled by ISIS terrorists.) These 
Armenians worshipped in the local Presbyterian Church. 

In 1957, he chose to go to the Bethel Church of 
Aleppo which was without a minister. There he met Zevart 
Abajian and they were married in 1958. He served Bethel 
Church and School for five years as minister, teacher and 
school administrator. 

Rev. Bedikian and his family arrived in the United States 
in 1962 where he continued his post-graduate studies. Along 
with his preaching on Sundays, he pursued his studies at 
Hartford Seminary Foundation and received his Bachelor of 
Divinity degree in 1963. In 1964, he received his Master of 
Sacred Theology degree from the Union Theological Semi- 


nary of New York and also served the Armenian Presbyterian 
Church of New Jersey. 

While serving the Armenian Evangelicals of Washington, 
D.C., he was ordained on October 9, 1966 by the United 
Church of Christ and the Armenian Evangelical Union where 
anew church was being formed. During the summer of that 
year he was called to minister at the Calvary Armenian Con- 
gregational Church of San Francisco. After serving there for 
about eight years, he submitted his resignation in late 1974. 

Even though he received his credentials from the Sacra- 
mento Board of Education to teach in California in 1975, he 
decided to enter the business world. 

Rev. Bedikian was an uncompromising leader. He upheld 
the principles and traditions of the Armenian Evangelical 
Church with the utmost faithfulness. His ministry has been 
characterized as an ecumenical one. Whether it was in Aleppo, 
Syria or San Francisco, Pastor Vahan brought together Arme- 
nian civic and ecclesiastical leaders of different persuasions. 
He has always believed that a true Armenian is one who has 
learned to establish friendships upon intellectual, cultural and 
ethnic interests and concerns with other Armenians of varied 
political, religious and ideological affiliations. 

He once expressed his philosophy as “It is our spiritual 
duty to disseminate the Christian spirit of love and respect 
for all, especially toward those who do not think like us.” 

Rev. Bedikian and his wife, Zevart, have three children 
Varouj, Ara and Lory. O

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Issy-les-Moulineaux is located in the southwestern suburban 
area of Paris, France, lying on the left bank of the River 
Seine. Issy is home to a community of 5,000 Armenians that 
have established themselves in the area since the 1920s. The 
community has two Armenian churches, an athletic club, a 
school, a monument dedicated to the Armenian Genocide, 
a street named after Armenia called Rue d'Armenie, and 
another street named after Armenia's capital Yerevan called 
Rue d'Erevan. In January 2016, Issy-les-Moulineaux merged 
into the Métropol du Grand Paris (Metropolis of Greater Paris). 


During1926-1927, Bible Study meetings began at Brother 
Yapoudian’s home in Ile Saint-Germain in Issy-les-Moulineaux. 
The meetings were first led by Brother Yapoudjian and then 
by Brother Vahan Sahagian, who was studying theology at the 
Biblical Institute of Nogent-sur-Marne. Brother Sahagian also 
organized weekly Bible meetings in Paris and surrounding areas 
with help from Haiganouch Hagopian and Wiedeman of Action 
Chrétienne en Orient.

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Church in Paris and its region, becoming the first official Pastor 
of the Church. While attending theological classes, he organized 
the life of the Church and meetings in Paris, Issy-les-Moulineaux, 
Alfortville, Meudon, Bois-Colombes, Asnieres, Kremlin-Bicetre, 
Choisy-le-Roi, Bagneux, Sarcelles and in other nearby areas. In 
1930, the Sunday Worship Services were held at the Fraternal 
House, Rue Tournefort in Paris; then, in 1934, at the Reformed 
Church of Luxembourg in Paris. A teacher, Arménag Missirian, 
assisted Pastor Boudakian beginning in 1931. 

While Worship Services were taking place in Paris, the 
number of participants meeting in Issy-les-Moulineaux was 
growing. The families of Issy began considering building a 
structure to house the Armenian Evangelical Church in Issy-les- 
Moulineaux and in 1937 a lot was purchased on Boulevard Rodin. 
However, it was later sold, and new land was purchased in 1944 
at 28 Avenue Bourgain. A small two-story building was built that 
provided rooms for worship services, for Youth activities along 
with a manse for the pastor. 

In 1939, Pastor Boudakian was mobilized and taken prisoner 
in Germany. Brother Arménag Missirian replaced him and 
became Pastor of the Issy-les-Moulineaux Church until 1972. 

In 1972, Pastor Jean-Daniel Sahagian became Pastor of the 
Church. Under his ministry in 1978, the construction of a new, 
more spacious and functional building took place to house the 
Church and it was inaugurated on May 7, 1978. 

Pastor René Léonian succeeded him in 1983 and promoted 
dialogue with the different components of religious and 
community life in Issy-les-Moulineaux and Paris. Rev. Léonian 
also promoted the visibility of the Church in the public sphere. 

In 1993, Pastor Gilbert Léonian was appointed Minister of 
the Issy Church. Under his ministry, work in the northern region 
of Paris was consolidated and organized, giving birth to a new 
community in Amouville les Gonesse. In 1996, the Issy Church 
hosted the world- wide Celebration of the 150th Anniversary of 
the Armenian Evangelical Church and dedicated a khachkar on 
the occasion. 

In 2003, Pastor Joé] Mikaélian was appointed Pastor of Issy, 
Paris, Alfortville and the Paris region churches. For several years 
the Issy Church supported the sister churches of Alfortville and 
Arnouville, where a piece of land and a building were purchased.

In 2005, the Church retook the name Armenian Evangelical 
Church of Paris & Issy-les-Moulineaux. In 2015, an International 
Symposium was organized by the Church as part of the Centenary 
of the Armenian Genocide and a stele in memory of the martyrs 
of the Armenian Genocide was dedicated in the Church gardens. 
In 2016, anew youth space was opened on the Church premises 
to help improve activities for the children and youth. 

Today, the Issy Church gives thanks to God for His kindness 
and faithfulness toward them during the past 90 years. O

ev. Jirair Sogomian, who served as AMAA Executive 

Director from April 1, 2001 to August 9, 2003, attempted 

to organize and streamline the operations in Armenia, 

and worked on updating the mission statement, policies 

and procedures of the AMAA. As the good pastor that he was, he 
established personal contacts with the donors. Upon his resignation, 
Rev. Peter Doghramji, Ph.D. was appointed as the Interim Acting 
Director from January to August of 2004 while the Board of 
Directors was searching for a permanent Executive Director. 
Andy Torigian, a layman who had served as a fighter pilot for 

two years during WWII and had a successful electronics business, 
was elected as Executive Director. He also had a long service record 
within the AMAA. He served on the Investment Committee for 46 
years, Personnel Committee for 18 years, Treasurer for two years and 
President of the Board for nine years (from 1997 to 2005). He also 
held the dual position as President of the Board and Acting Executive 
Director from September 25, 2000 until April 1, 2001 and later from 
August 2003 until December 2004, serving for gratis. From August 
2004 to February 2010, he was reimbursed for his services as full 
time Executive Director. Mr. Torigian went to Armenia 33 times, 
some with Rev. Janbazian, participated in laying the foundation of 
the Vanadzor Church, received many parcels of land from the gov- 
ernment of Armenia as gifts to build churches and AMAA centers, 
and secured the Baghramyan 18 property which was formerly the 
United States Embassy in Yerevan. The purchase and renovation of 
this property required fundraising which was achieved with great

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success. After two years, $11.5 million was raised; part of this fund 
was used to purchase the two-hectare land for the Avedisian School. 
Mr. Torigian with his kind and gracious manner carried the torch of 
the AMAA and kept it going to new levels of service. 

In early 2010, Levon Filian was appointed Executive Director 
of the AMAA. After serving a brief period at the Association’s 
headquarters in Paramus, NJ, Mr. Filian was transferred to Los 
Angeles to assume the post of West Coast Executive Director. He 
was involved in the construction of the Khoren and Shooshanig 
Avedisian School and Community Center in Yerevan, Armenia, and 
in securing funds for this large educational complex. The building 
and the School have become a model of architectural and academic 
excellence. Rev. Mgrdich Melkonian was appointed as Interim 
Executive Director for one year (October 2013-October 2014) while 
the Board searched for a permanent Executive Director. 

Zaven Khanjian was appointed Executive Director/CEO on 
September |, 2014. He was very active in the Greater Los Angeles 
Armenian community and served on pan Armenian organizations 
and church related committees. Mr. Khanjian, who commenced 
his appointment with great enthusiasm, embarked on an ambitious 
vision to embrace the future of the AMAA with the Centennial 
Campaign to raise 20 million dollars for capital projects and a host 
of endowment and operating funds. In addition to his many respon- 
sibilities, Mr. Khanjian is involved in several building projects in 
Armenia and particularly in the construction of the AMAA Church 
and Community Center in Gyumri. Through his concerted efforts in 
the use of social media and the internet, the AMAA’s worldwide en- 
deavors are reaching a larger audience. He is also heavily involved 
in the Syrian-Armenians crisis and its relief efforts. 

To conclude this part of the AMAA history 
without speaking about the unsung heroes would be 
a grave injustice to the 100 years of devoted service 
which the Board of Directors and the members of 
the various committees have rendered. The Board 
members are the dynamic power which propelled 
the Association to its present high status as a world- 
wide organization. These people have given of 
their time, money, talent, spent restless nights and 
provided loving care for many years. The Presidents 
of the AMAA have played a very significant role in 
maintaining the mission and guiding the Association 
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AMAA Orphan and Child Care

100 Years of Outreach 


The extensive and gracious outreach of the AMAA in 24 coun- 
tries will be presented very briefly under four headings: Evangelism, 
Education, Youth Programs, and Humanitarian Relief. 


Evangelism 


Evangelism, which is part and parcel of the name Armenian 
Evangelical Church, has many meanings; for some it refers to revival 
meetings where the individual is led to avoid hell and secure heaven; 
to others it means proclamation of the Good News of the Kingdom 
of God in word-and-in-deed and to address issues of peace, justice, 
reconciliation, and environmental responsibility. One understanding 
is self-oriented while the other is other-oriented. The evangelistic 
work is not the mission of the AMAA or of the Church. It is, in 
reality, God’s mission of redeeming and reconciling the world to 
Himself and we are invited to participate in it as partners who have 
been touched by the Grace of God. 

The evangelistic work of the AMAA has been involved in 
preaching the Gospel, publication of Christian literature, planting 
churches, and supporting existing churches to continue their 
spiritual service to their communities wherever they are planted. 
The Armenian Evangelical Churches world- wide have formed five 
Unions (Armenia, Eurasia, France, Near East and North America) 
and an Armenian Evangelical Fellowship of Europe, which was 
initiated by Rev. Janbazian. Currently there are 145 churches and 
fellowships around the world, most of which depend on help from 
the AMAA. Listed below are the Armenian Evangelical churches 
in 24 countries in alphabetical order. 

Abkhazia has one church in Sukhumi established in 1960. 

Argentina has one church in Buenos Aires established in 1925 
by Genocide survivors. 

Armenia, which is considered the largest mission field of the 
AMAA, has 23 churches, six Christian Education Centers, and six 


community-based Education Day Centers. These churches, as the 
date next to each indicates, are relatively young with young pas- 
tors most of whom attended the Evangelical Theological Academy 
of Armenia. Faced with a low tide in the Armenian Evangelical 
movement in the Diaspora that reflects a trend in Western Chris- 
tendom where maintenance has replaced growth, the leadership of 
the AMAA deems Armenia as of “utmost importance to the future 
of the Armenian Evangelical Movement as we know it.”'’ Thus, 
Armenia is perceived as the bright hope of the future and resources 
are allocated to promote the field, which was neglected during the 70 
years of Soviet rule. The following list names the city or town where 
churches are located with the date of their establishment: Abovian 
(2001); Aintab (2005); Alaverdi (1999); Armavir (1999); Artashat 
(2000); Berd (2000); Dilijan (2000); Goris (2001); Gyumri (2000); 
Tjevan (1996); Kapan (2001); Noyemberian (2001); Shirakamout 
(1999); Sissian (2001); Spitak (1998); Stepanavan (1994); Tumanian 
(2002); Vanadzor (1994); and Vardenis (2006). Yerevan has four 
churches: 18 M. Baghramyan St. (1994); Malatia-Sebastia (2002); 
House of Hope (2003); and 2 Mamikoniants (1995). In addition to 
the above, there are six Christian Education Centers: Agarak (1995); 
Azatamout (1999); Goghp (2002); Gourtan (1994); Urut (1997); 
and Vardablour (1996). In the Hankavan Region, the sprawling 
Sheen “Shoghig” Camp serves hundreds of children every summer. 

Artsakh (formerly Karabagh) since its liberation has been on 
the priority list of the AMAA. To date there is only one church in 
Stepanakerd (2003) and three Christian Education Centers in As- 
keran, Shushi (had a Swiss mission station in 1821) and Stepanakerd; 
and the “Shogh” Community based Educational Day Centers in 
Askeran and Shushi. 

Australia, which has become an immigration destination for 
Armenians from Armenia, Egypt, Iran, Lebanon, and Syria, has a 
vibrant church established in 1960. Lately a new church facility 
was built on the old site. 

Belgium has welcomed many Armenians from the Middle 
East, mainly from Turkey and Armenia. The Armenian Evangelical 
Community has established five young churches some of which are 
Turkish speaking in the following cities: Brussels (1991); Antwerp 
(2002); Laeken (2000); Hasselt (2001); and an Assyrian Evangelical 
Fellowship in Mechelen (2006). 

Brazil has one of the oldest Evangelical churches in Sao Paulo 
established in 1927. 

Bulgaria has four churches and two fellowships. The churches 
are located in Plovdiv (1922); Sofia (1933); Russe and Varna: and 
the fellowships are located in Sofia and Shumen. 

Canada recently opened its doors to Syrian war refugees 
whose influx contributed to the growth of the Armenian Evangelical 
churches; in some cases the numbers more than doubled. There are 
four churches in different locations: Cambridge (1979), Montreal 


Armenian Evangelical Church of Anjar. 
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has two churches established in 1960 and one Church in Toronto, 
established also in 1960. 

Cyprus has the Armenian Evangelical Fellowship in Nicosia. 

Egypt, which used to have two churches, has contracted to one 
in Alexandria, founded in 1920. 

France has an extensive network of 13 churches, which have 
formed their own Union. Marseille has four churches: Saint Antoine 
(1927); Beaumont (1920); Saint Loup (1926); La Ciotat (1928); and 
the rest are in the following cities Alfortville (1930); Arnouville 
Les Gonesse (2000); Bourg-Lés-valence (1925); Decines (1929); 
Issy-Les-Moulineaux (1928); Lyon (1924); Montelimar (1920); 
Paris (1928) and Pont D’aubenas (1932). In addition, the Union 
of the Armenian Evangelical Churches of France runs two camps, 
La Fontanelle and La Source, and a retirement home. The Union 
of France publishes Le Messager or Panper, as the official Union 
bilingual organ. 

Georgia having large numbers of native Armenians has six 
churches. The oldest goes back to the 1880s, and is in Tiblisi. 
Akhalkalak has three churches established in 1994, 1999, and 2004 
and one church in Akhalzke was established in 1993. 

Germany has three very young churches in Eppingen (2008), 
Kehl (2010) and Stuttgart (2011). 

Greece has one church in Kokkinia, established in 1922 and 
another church is about to open in Thessalonica where a large 
number of Eastern Armenians are located. 

In Holland there are no established churches but through the 
Armenian Evangelical Fellowship of Europe, the AMAA supports 
missionary work among the Armenian Community and distributes 
Christian literature. 

Tran, which had Armenian settlers from the time of Shah Abbas, 
has four churches one of which is the newly established Emmanuel 
Armenian Evangelical Associate Church in the Tehran area. One of 
these churches dates back to 1876. 

Iraq has one Armenian Evangelical church that is facing hard 
times because of the current war. 

Lebanon has one church in Anjar and five in Beirut: Ashrafieh 
(1926); First Armenian Evangelical Church (1922); Nor Amanos 
(1967); Nor Marash (1934) and Syriac Evangelical Church in Sed- 
elbouchrieh (1966). The sixteen-year-long Civil War of Lebanon, 
as mentioned above, damaged all the churches physically and nu- 
merically; it left behind small congregations but the institutional, 
educational, publication and administrative structures are intact. 
It is worth noting that Chanasser, a biweekly, is published by the 
Near East Union. 

Russia, after the collapse of the Soviet Union, presented great 
opportunity for evangelism. Large numbers of Armenians had 
settled in many cities that were in need of the Good News of the 
Gospel. The AMAA initiated efforts have resulted in the establish- 
ment of two churches; one in Moscow (1993), another in Sochi 
(1997), and a fellowship in Armavir. 

Syria which was the first station for the survivors of the 
Genocide, has been in a catastrophic state of war for the past six 
years. The result has been damaged churches, schools and people. 
Many people have sought refuge in other countries near and far. 
The AMAA with its current leadership played an important role 
supporting those who desired to resettle in Armenia. Those who 
remained in Syria are struggling to survive and rebuild their lives. 
There are five churches in Aleppo: Bethel Church (1923); Emmanuel 
Church (1852); Martyrs’ Church (1931); Church of Christ, which 
is a mission center (1924-25); and the Syriac Evangelical Church 
(1885). Damascus and Homs used to have small congregations.

The region of Kessab has four churches: Trinity Church of Kessab 
(1853); Church of Ekiz Olouk (1882); Church of Keorkuneh (1855); 
and Church of Kaladouran (1855). This region has suffered terribly 
and all church buildings have been damaged. Through the diligent 
work of local leadership and the AMAA, the churches of Kessab, 
Kaladouran, and Keorkuneh have been renovated and rededicated. 

Turkey, where the Armenian Evangelical Church was born, 
has still standing the Holy Trinity Church founded in 1846 and 
the Gedik Pasha Church established in 1850. Both Churches 
have multiple Sunday services for Armenians and non-Armenian 
speaking communities of faith. 

Uruguay has one church in Montevideo and an AMAA 
District Committee. 

United States of America being a large country has one Union 
(The Armenian Evangelical Union of North America) with 25 Ar- 
menian Evangelical Churches and two fellowships; the churches 
are located in 11 States most of which are on the East and West 
coasts and a few are scattered in other States. The oldest of these 
churches dates to 1892 and the youngest to 2002. California has 14 
churches and one fellowship (a congregation, which is in the process 
of becoming a church), Illinois one church, Massachusetts three 
churches, and one church, in each of the following States: Michigan, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, and Utah. Depending on the size of the Armenian 
community in a particular location, some of the churches have a 
large membership while others are small; most of them are finan- 
cially self-sufficient and support the AMAA. This Union publishes 
the Forum whenever it can. 

From this survey, it is obvious that the Armenian Evangelical 
presence in the Middle East is being eroded, due to the political 
strife and religious persecution by radical Muslim movements. The 
AMAA again faces challenges of refugees, poverty, and suffering. 
The helping hand of the AMAA continues to be necessary to al- 
leviate the suffering of our people and to spread the Good News 
of hope around the world. It may be very significant for the future 
of the churches and institutions to develop a strategic plan rather 
than let events on the ground dictate the direction and future of the 
churches. Faith may be a valuable asset but so is rational planning.

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n Thursday evening, May 31, 2018, the Phoenicia Hotel 
in Beirut was the site of a Banquet to celebrate the 100" 
Anniversary of the founding of the Armenian Mission- 
ary Association of America (AMAA). Organized by 
the Union of the Armenian Evangelical Churches in the Near East 
(UAECNE), the event brought together over 220 people, including 
Armenian Evangelical ministers from the U.S., Australia, Iraq, Syria 
and Egypt, Haigazian University Trustees, AMAA Board members, 
Bishop Shahe Panossian, Prelate of the Armenian Apostolic Prelacy 
of Lebanon, a representative of the Armenian Catholic Church, the 
Ambassador of Armenia in Lebanon, the Mayor of Bourj Hammoud, 
heads of the three Armenian political parties in Lebanon, represen- 
tatives of a variety of organizations and unions, and many guests. 

The program opened with a welcome from the Vice-Chair of 
Haigazian University’s Trustees John Sagherian, followed by the 
opening prayer offered by Rev. Nishan Bakalian. 

AMAA President Dr. Nazareth Darakjian offered the 
Association’s greetings. He recalled the importance of 1918 for 
the Armenian people, who barely survived the massacres, and who 
declared the independence of the first Armenian Republic. At the 
same time, in the United States, a group of Armenian Evangelicals 
was founding the AMAA to reach out to the decimated and 
demoralized survivors of the Genocide. The AMAA worked at 
rebuilding the educational institutions and churches of the Armenian 
people, and in 1988 continued that same effort in the Homeland, 
following the earthquake. As Dr. Darakjian put it, the year 2018 is 
a year to celebrate the Centennial of the rebirth of the Armenian 
people at every level. Mentioning the AMAA’s work in the U.S., the 
Near East and Armenia through schools and universities, spiritual 
activities, camps, relief and social work, he pointed to all of these

as ways for children to know the great love of God. The newly- 
established Centennial Campaign is AMAA’s way of preparing 
to meet the continuing challenges and opportunities in the future. 

The guests were treated to the lovely voice of Central High 
School and Haigazian University graduate Alice Ipradjian, who 
sang, “Savior, Thy Dying Love” and “Doun im hayreni.” 

Zaven Khanjian, Executive Director/CEO of the AMAA, 
expressed how the AMAA was a part of the strengthening and 
rebuilding of Armenia following its 1991 independence, also 
extending to Artsakh (Karabagh) and the needs there. This multi- 
faceted service was rendered without complaint and without much 
fanfare, whether in Armenia or in the Middle East and other places 
of the Diaspora where Armenians had established themselves. 
The widow, the orphan, the ill, the adult and the elderly, all were 
recipients of the AMAA’s work. For those suffering and struggling 
communities in places of unrest in the Middle East, the wounded 
or grieving in border villages in Armenia, the AMAA today strives 
not just to encourage, but to help them to develop and grow, through 
education and spiritual enlightenment. The Association’s efforts to 
spread the Gospel in word and deed is founded on their conviction 
that the Christian faith has always been the key to the progress 
of the Armenian people in principles of honesty, accountability, 
transparency and responsibility. 

As the crowd enjoyed dinner and conversation, guitarist Raffi 
Mandalian and his ensemble filled the banquet hall with an eclectic 
mix of adaptations of Armenian folk tunes along with jazz and 
popular standards. 

The event included the presentation of a short documentary film, 
entitled “A Legacy of Faith, Love and Service,” with testimonies 
and location footage of the worldwide scope of the AMAA’s work. 

Dr. Hasmig Baran, current Trustee Chair of Haigazian Univer- 
sity, joined Mr. Khanjian to present the AMAA Award of Apprecia- 
tion to outgoing HU Chair Dr. Ani Darakjian for her eight years of 
service which ended early this year. Dr. Darakjian was surprised and 
touched by this gesture and wished her successor the best. 

Concluding the evening’s program, Rev. Megrditch Karagoezian, 
President of the UAECNE, presented a plaque recognizing the 
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pivotal role the AMAA has played in the Christian testimony of the 
churches in the Middle East. He offered a Benediction and prayer 
of thanks to God for the blessings bestowed upon the church, after 
which AMAA and UAECNE heads gathered together to cut the 
anniversary cake. 

These AMAA Centennial activities in Lebanon also had the aim 
to financially help Armenian Evangelical schools in Lebanon, and all 
funds received were designated for that purpose. In commemoration 
of the Centennial, each banquet attendee received a 112-page 
bilingual color booklet with detailed information on the rich history 
and current ministries of the AMAA. 

The Union of the Armenian Evangelical Churches in the Near 
East (UAECNE) organized a special Worship Service in thanks to 
God for the AMAA's 100th Anniversary, held on Sunday, June 3, 
2018 at the First Armenian Evangelical Church in Beirut. 

Present in the church sanctuary were representatives from His 
Holiness Aram I Catholicos, from Maronite Patriarch Rai, from the 
Arab Evangelical churches, from the Near East School of Theology, 
and from the Armenian Embassy in Lebanon, along with the Deputy 
Minister of Education and Sciences of the Republic of Armenia. Also 
attending were pastors and laypersons from the United States, Aus- 
tralia, Egypt, Iraq and Syria, along with many Lebanese Armenians. 

Pastor of the First Armenian Evangelical Church Rev. Hrayr 
Cholakian gave the call to worship and invited the congregation to 
sing the Doxology. Raffi Mnassa and Lilit Hovhannesian, eleventh- 
grade students from the Shamlian-Tatigian Armenian Evangelical 
Secondary School, read Psalm 96, after which a student chorus 
from the Armenian Evangelical School, conducted by Nectar 
Palazian, sang “Count Your Blessings,” “Alleluia, Hallelujah” (in 
English) and “Abril Grgin,” with Maria Parseghian accompanying 
on piano. 

Greeting the worshippers on behalf of the UAECNE was Rev. 
Dr. Paul Haidostian, Central Committee Chair, who noted that the 
AMAA’s beneficent contribution is felt throughout the Union, in 
churches, schools and ministries, even though it does not always 
broadcast its work. He commended how the AMAA has looked 
beyond the pain of loss to the creation of means of moving beyond 
difficulties, relying on the power of Christ’s Good News. 

AMAA Executive Director/CEO Zaven Khanjian described 
how the Christian message of salvation must also include follow- 
ing Christ’s example of sacrifice, love, respect and caring. He paid 
homage to the heroic founders of the first Armenian Republic, as 
well as to the youth of Yerevan’s Republic Square who engaged 
in a struggle for a brighter and more just Homeland without using 
force. Similarly, he lauded those in the Middle East who struggle for 
education, enlightenment and the preservation of human rights. In 
light of the AMAA’s Centennial, praising God for His faithfulness, 


he expressed the 
commitment to 
continue assisting 
the church in its 
multifaceted, his- 
toric mission. 

The Armenian 
Evangelical “Ar- 
miss” Choir, di- 
rected by Rev. Nis- 
han Bakalian and 
accompanied by 
Mathilde-Sandra 
Cholakian, sang 
Yerginke Mer Asdghazart” (J. 
Khanjian/N. Balabanian), with 
a solo by Gacia Danaoghlian 
and flute by Laury Bilalian. 

AMAA Board President 
Dr. Nazareth Darakjian em- 
ploying Psalm 23 as a guide, 
described the founders of the 
AMAA, thousands of miles 
from their Homeland, turning 
their attention to the Armenian 
nation, a traumatized people 
wondering where their “Good 
Shepherd” and His “green pas- 
tures” were. Through the humanitarian work of many non-Armenians, 
as well as the AMAA, thousands of children in the Middle East were 
saved and had the opportunity to learn and grow, to worship and 
work. He described the mission of the church: to reach out beyond its 
borders and aid those affected by war, to help the refugee, rebuild the 
church, educate the young, and imprint Christ’s love in their hearts. 

The Gospel reading from Matthew 25:31-40 was read by Rev. 
Dr. Krikor Youmshakian, President of the Armenian Missionary 
Association of Australia. The Armiss Choir sang Handel’s “Great 
Lord God, Thy Kingdom Shall Endure.” 

Rev. Megrditch Karagoezian, President of the UAECNE, 
preached the sermon on the “Unhindered Work of the Gospel.” Only 
three years after the horrors of the Genocide, the Armenian people 
needed a helper. As one of those helpers, he stated that the AMAA 
presented God at work in Armenian history. “Yet,” he continued, 
“there is an invisible and unknowable part of God’s work, to which 
the scripture reading attests. The one who offers help to another 
cannot know the full effect the good we do will have in the years 
and generations to come; only God in His goodness can know that.” 

Following the congregational hymn, “When All Thy Mercies, 
O My God,” Rev. Haroutune Selimian, President of the Armenian 
Protestant Community of Syria, offered a prayer of thanksgiving for 
the AMAA, beseeching God to give it the strength to continue its 
service in the Homeland and the Diaspora. 

The Armiss Choir sang Gomidas’ sharagan “Krisdos ee metch” 
and the Missirian’s “Hayr Mer,” and the service concluded with Rev. 
Karagoezian’s Benediction. Having had this opportunity to reflect 
and offer gratitude to God for the AMAA, the worshippers departed 
with the challenge to commit themselves to continuing in faith and 
service in Christ’s name. O

INTRODUCTIONS 

On Saturday morning, June 9, AMAA President Dr. Nazareth 
Darakjian and Executive Director/CEO Zaven Khanjian met with

Each pastor and/or representative, by means of a PowerPoint 
or video, presented the life and ministry of their churches and 
organizations. During these presentations, the representatives of 
the Armenian Missionary Association of America (AMAA) were 
able to witness the rich, vital and diverse life of the French Union. 


MEETING WITH THE ARMENIAN 
EVANGELICAL FELLOWSHIP OF EUROPE 


After 10 years of inactivity, the Armenian Evangelical Fellow- 
ship of Europe met on Saturday, June 9 at the Armenian Evangeli- 
cal Church of Issy-les-Moulineaux with the representatives of the 
AMAA Dr. Darakjian and Mr. Khanjian and delegates from France, 
Belgium, Holland, Germany, Greece and Bulgaria. Only the repre- 
sentatives from Turkey were absent. The meeting was chaired by 
Rev. Gilbert Léonian, President of the Fellowship. After a short 
Scripture reading and a message, Rev. Léonian read the By-Laws 
of the Fellowship and emphasized the need to revive the Fellowship 
because of the great need to strengthen the ministry of the churches 
in Europe and to bring them into the Fellowship. Each representative 
presented the vision, activity and the needs of their countries and 
expressed a desire to revitalize the brotherly ties and cooperation 
of the Fellowship. 

At the end of the meeting new members of the Board of the 
Fellowship were elected: Rev. Gilbert Léonian (France), President; 
Rev. Sarkis Pachaian (Belgium) and Rev. Bedros Altunian (Bul- 
garia), Vice Presidents; Rev. Vicken Cholakian (Greece), Secretary; 
and a representative of the AMAA as Treasurer. The Fellowship 
commissioned the Board members to study the needs of each country 
and make practical proposals to strengthen the ties and to intensify

Some 300 people including guests from the United States 
and pastors and Board members of the Churches of the French 
Union gathered in the Palace of Arts and Congress Hall of Issy- 
les-Moulineaux to celebrate these two important anniversaries. 

Among the honorary guests were André Santini, Mayor of 
Issy-les-Moulineaux, Bishop Vahan Hovhannisian, Prelate of the 
Armenian Apostolic Church of France, Hovhannes Gevorgyan, 
Representative of the Republic of Artsakh in France, the Head 
Officer of the Armenia Embassy, and Etienne Lhermenault, 
Chairman of the National Council of Evangelicals of France. 

In his opening remarks, Rev. Joél Mikaélian reminded the 
guests that the purpose of this gathering was to think about the 
meaning of life under the light of the Bible.

Sheen Family Trust 

John H. Sheen was born 
in Aintab, Cilicia (present 
day Turkey) to evangelical 
parents. Fleeing Turkey in 
1913, he came to the East 
Coast of the United States 
with his mother and brother. 
His goal was to work hard 
and quickly bring his father 
and brother to America. 
Sadly, both were killed 
during the Genocide of 1915. Working in a buttonhole factory, he 
became an expert in repairing the machinery—eventually open- 
ing his own small factory. Mr. Sheen married Victoria Basmajian 
and they had three children, Edward, Betty and Jack. Moving to 
Los Angeles in 1924, John began working in a church furniture 
manufacturing factory. Two years later he opened his own furniture 
manufacturing company—becoming the second largest manufac- 
turer in California. He then ventured into the real estate business.

Mr. Sheen supported many charitable organizations, entrusting the 
AMAA with the greatest portion of his estate. 

Camp Sheen-Shoghig in Hankavan, Armenia has provided 
respite for disadvantaged children as they play in the summer sun, 
nourished both spiritually and physically through the legacy of the 
John H. Sheen Trust. 

Under the direction of his father’s trust, Dr. Jack Sheen is 
continuing the remarkable extent of Sheen philanthropy world- 
wide — encompassing education, relief aid in Armenia and Leba- 
non, evangelism, and aid for churches and missions. Nazareth E. 
Darakjian MD, President, Board of Directors of AMAA, notes, 
“The AMAA can rightfully boast of serving the Armenian Nation 
for a full century and can take its place next to other organizations 
that helped save the survivors of the Genocide by rebuilding their 
homes, schools and churches.

Stephen Philibosian and Conte Foundations 
Stephen Philibosian i A 
was born in Hadjin, Cili- 
cia to evangelical parents. 
Moving with his family to 
historic Tarsus at age ten, he 
became quite accomplished 
as a tailor’s apprentice. In 
1909, at age 19, Stephen 
arrived in America with his 
prosperous uncle who had 
briefly returned to Tarsus 
from the United States. 
Soon after, he found 
himself employed in his 
uncle’s Philadelphia Ori- 
ental Rug Emporium. 
Philibosian’s fearless perseverance and rapid mastery of the 
business brought him prosperity. His creative sense of business 
and ever persistent efforts propelled him years later to be known 
as the “Dean of Oriental Rug Retailers.” He made the decision to

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use his wealth for the welfare 
of his countrymen—fulfilling 
a promise he had made to his 
mother. His passion to use his 
wealth for the welfare of his 
countrymen, was inspired by the 
sixth AMAA Executive Secre- 
tary, Rev. Puzant Kalfayan, who 
profoundly captivated Stephen 
with narratives about the griev- 
ous situation in Lebanon—thus 
beginning the 75-year trajectory 
of Philibosian philanthropy. 

Sirpuhe Philibosian Conte 
also was born in Hadjin. She came 
to America as a child, later becoming a successful businesswoman 
herself. Stephen and Sirpuhe married and had two daughters, Joyce 
and Louise. In 1955 Mr. Philibosian co-founded Haigazian College 
(now University) in Beirut, Lebanon— a beacon of education in the 
Middle East. Sirpuhe later married John Conte. They founded The 
Sirpuhe and John Conte Foundation and donated funds for the Conte 
Hall in Haigazian University’s restored landmark, the “Heritage 
Building.” Levon Filian, AMAA West Coast Executive Director 
shares— the AMAA “has not become weary in doing good, and has 
reaped God’s abundant blessings on its ministry for a full century.” 

Joyce Philibosian Stein, is a Trustee of the Stephen Philibosian 
Foundation. With husband Joe Stein at her side, Joyce, her sister 
Louise Danielian, daughters Tina Segel and Stephanie Landes, 
and grandson Stephen Danielian all continue the founder’s sig- 
nificant work of philanthropy. Joyce is the national Co-Chair of 
the AMAA Orphan and Child Care Fund. For 25 years, the Los 
Angeles Child and Orphan Care Children’s Fashion Show has been 
a much-anticipated community event, raising millions of dollars 
that have significantly impacted the lives of marginalized orphans 
and children in Armenia and Artsakh. Joyce’s devotion to one 
of the AMAA’s jewels, Haigazian University, has been constant 
throughout the well-known challenges. Some of Joyce’s multiple 
areas of outreach have included the Armenian Assembly, Salva- 
tion Army, Lark Musical Society, Virginia Waring International 
Piano Competition, Chair of the Children’s Hospital of Philadelphia 
"Daisy Day' fund-raising Campaign with Honorary Chair, President 
Dwight Eisenhower and the Philadelphia Orchestra. As a 50-year 
volunteer/supporter of the Philadelphia Orchestra, Joyce has 
chaired various major fund-raisers. Joyce was the President of the 
Haigazian Women’s Auxiliary of Los Angeles for 20 years, where 
her many friendships in the art world, led to extremely successful 
community fund-raising events.

The eldest of two Genocide survivors from Dikranagerd, 
Turkey, Gerald Turpanjian was born in Aleppo, Syria. He grew 
up in Beirut, Lebanon and immigrated to the United States to 
continue his education. He married Patricia Savoian and they had 
four children: Lori, Gary, Deanna and Paul. Founded in 2005 by 
Gerald and Patricia, the Turpanjian Family Educational Founda- 
tion (TFEF), is dedicated to furthering the progress of education 
in Armenia and the Diaspora. 


Mr. Turpanjian founded 
Pacific Sales Kitchen and 
Bath Centers. Prior to selling 
to Best Buy in 2006, Pacific 
Sales was the largest retailer 
of luxury kitchen and bath 
appliances and fixtures in 
the United States. He is cur- 
rently the chairman and CEO 
of New Spark Holdings, Inc. 
and the president of the TFEF. 

The Turpanjians support 
many philanthropic organiza- 
tions including the Armenian 
Missionary Association of Gerald and Patricia Turpanjian. 
America, American University of Armenia, Armenian General 
Benevolent Union, University of Southern California, projects in 
Artsakh, the Western Diocese of the Armenian Church of North 
America, the Mother See of Holy Etchmiadzin, and Torrance Me- 
morial Medical Center.

As a partner with the government of Artsakh, TFEF has built 
an elementary school, two high schools and has aided in the con- 
struction of a water system in which over 3,000 residents in the 
village of Hadrut now receive clean water daily. 

The Foundation’s support of the Mother See of Holy Etch- 
miadzin, and the Western Diocese of the Armenian Church of 
North America includes the renovation of the ancient scriptorium 
in Harichavank, the establishment of the Turpanjian Theological 
Seminary and support of St. Leon Cathedral in Burbank, California.

very year, a new team of faithful servants form into 
the AMAA Armenia Medical Mission Team to bring 
medicine and hope to the people of Armenia. And every 
year, God uses the unique skills of every person on that 
team to meet the needs of His beloved children. 

This year’s trip was a special one, as it marked the 10-year 
anniversary of this annual ministry. On June 21, our team of 41 
volunteers from around the United States began their journey to 
Armenia. When we finally arrived at the Yerevan airport the next 
day, we were filled with anticipation for the days to come. 

We spent our first weekend in Yerevan, learning and honoring 
the history of the beautiful country we would be serving. From 
visiting Mother Armenia to laying carnations by the Armenian 
Genocide Memorial, to hearing heavenly Sharagans sung by a 
choir echoing throughout Geghard Monastery, we couldn’t help but 
appreciate the rich heritage of the Armenian people. This was the 
perfect preparation for the week of service ahead. 

Dr. Al and Sue Phillips decided that this year we would attempt 
to make a greater impact in Armenia by having not one, but two 
clinic teams. Our team was divided into two groups: one group 
would travel north to Vanadzor and Stepanavan where they have 
gone every year and the other would travel south to Sisian. The 
northern team included 4 physicians, two dentists, 1 pharmacist and 
2 nurses. The southern team included 3 physicians, 2 pharmacists 
and 2 nurses. And both teams had a willing group of ancillary 
workers eager to serve the Armenian people. 

We began the week setting up a complete ambulatory clinic 
within the Evangelical Church of Armenia in Vanadzor. The clinic 
provided a laboratory and diagnostic testing with an ultrasound and 
EKG machine. Since the first day of clinic is known to be the most 
challenging, both physically and emotionally, the entire team served 
together in Vanadzor on day one. The next day, the southern team 
traveled to Sisian while our northern team served two more days 
in Vanadzor before traveling to Stepanavan. 

During our clinic week, we saw and treated 1,027 patients and 
filled approximately 2,500 prescriptions. In addition, more than 
350 children received oral examinations, fluoride dental treatments, 
instructions on how to take care of their teeth, and a bag of goodies 


which included a toothbrush, toothpaste and dental floss. Patients 
attended church services that were held by local ministers between 
the morning and afternoon clinics, and each physician team prayed 
with the patients they served. 

To all of you who prayed for our Medical Mission before and 
during the trip, thank you for your incredible support. God showed 
up in amazing ways over the course of the week and we believe 
that your prayers played a big part in that. We are thankful for the 
support of the Armenian Missionary Association of America which 
allowed us to distribute free medication and supplies to hundreds 
of Armenians. Because of the generosity of friends like you, we 
made an indelible impact on both the physical and spiritual needs of 
those we served. Please consider joining the team next year if you 
feel led to serve God in Armenia. Regardless of your professional 
background, God will use you to bless others through this ministry.

Building Bridges: 


St. Stephen’s Armenian Elementary School of Watertown, MA 


and Avedisian School of Yerevan

alatia-Sebastia, colloquially known as Bangladesh, 
is one of the most densely populated districts of Ye- 
revan. Although the Armenia Tree Project (ATP) has 
helped transform the landscape by greening various 
community sites and 6 parks there, the district is comparatively dry. 
Ask any Bangladeshtsi and they’Il tell you they live in the Sahara. 
One of the most loved parks in the district, where ATP has planted 
trees, is named after General Andranik. A statue of him and his green 
army of trees welcome all visitors. It is a favorite spot especially 
for “babigs” and “dadigs” who enjoy rounds of backgammon in the 
shade and strolling with their grandkids. 

Another landmark which has brought new life and the sense of 
a new era to the district is The Khoren and Shooshanig Avedisian 
School which was founded by the Armenian Missionary Associa- 
tion of America. With funding from Edward and Pamela Avedisian, 
the building opened in 2014 and became the first LEED-certified 
school in Armenia and the Caucasus. The campus, which is equipped 
with sports facilities, innovative labs, a community center and 
green roofs, stands out almost like a beacon in a crowd of Soviet 
era buildings. 

ATP’s Environmental Education program was brought to the 
students of the School starting in 2007. With classes on various 
environmental topics, workshops, nursery visits and seminars for 
teachers, ATP and Avedisian School have formed a strong partner- 
ship over the years. Starting in 2017, Avedisian School has been 
paired with St. Stephen’s Armenian Elementary School of Water- 
town, MA as part of the ATP’s Building Bridges program. 

“The Avedisian School takes the approach of providing a Holistic 
Education for its students and we are especially pleased that ATP has 
selected and is joining us in providing more than just ‘reading, writing, 
and arithmetic,’ for our students in order to have them best prepared 
for the challenges of today and the future,” stated Mr. Avedisian. 

The goal of Building Bridges is to connect Diaspora students 
with their environmental and cultural heritage and with their coun- 
terparts in Armenia. ATP reaches out to schools like Avedisian and 
St. Stephen’s to help make strong connections and works with the 
administration, parents and students to implement environmental 
education in the participating schools. 

For the past two summers, the 5th graders of St. Stephen’s 
have been paired with the 6th graders of Avedisian School for their 
trip to Armenia. The students spend an afternoon together, usually 
learning about Armenia’s trees and eventually planting them. They 
pay a visit to ATP’s Ohanian Center for Environmental Education 
and tour the tree nursery in Karin village. 

In 2018 the St. Stephen’s group was given a tour of Valdivian 
School and, after a round of introductions and a game of chess, 
the children planted trees together in Bash Aparan, as part of the 
plantings dedicated to the 100th anniversary of the historic battle. 
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Students participate in a round of Chess at Avedisian School. 


“T can usually tell they’re interested by the flood of questions 
they ask,” said Nvard Gevorgyan, ATP’s Environmental Education 
Trainer. “Certainly, they’re curious about the planting process and 
forests in Armenia but what excites them the most is finding out 
the interests of their peers who live on the other side of the planet.” 

ATP gives them a chance to do just that. Prior to meeting, the 
students are given time to get to know one another online - via video 
conference calls. To narrow the gap of cultural differences and es- 
tablish long-lasting bonds, ATP includes various icebreaking games 
and activities in the program for the children during their short stay. 
At the end of the day the students exchange contact information and 
promise to keep in touch. 

“The students always get super excited before meeting the visit- 
ing School and it’s a great motivator for them throughout the year,” 
said Christine Gevorgyan who teaches Geography at Avedisian 
School and works with the School’s environmental programs. “The 
atmosphere is always very warm and positive with these groups. 
Some of the students from last year actually met up in the evening 
in Yerevan to spend more time together. They’re still in touch!” O

love the adage, “It takes a village to raise a child.” Personally, I would 

change the word “village” to “team.” The team concept is one that’s 

continually emphasized in my life because of my participation in multiple 

basketball leagues. It is through basketball that P’ve learned about the value 

of teamwork. Successful teams are a collection of individuals working 
together as a single unit with a common goal. In numerous areas of my life, the 
Armenian Community acts as a team that encourages my personal and spiritual 
growth. The members of this community are indispensable to me and I feel fortunate 
to be a part of it. A great deal of what I am today was shaped by my interactions 
with the coaches, teachers, mentors, and family members who make up the core 
of my Armenian team. 

As previously stated, I participate in several basketball leagues including Hoop Heaven and Hillsdale Recreation. However, 
it’s through my Armenian Church Sports Association (ACSA) basketball team that I met the coach who left the greatest impression 
on me. I was a player for Coach Mark on ACSA for two years. Coach Mark believed in my potential and taught me the value of 
hard work which made me a better player. Coach Mark’s passion for the game was contagious. Under his leadership our team 
had an undefeated season and every player on the team contributed to what ultimately resulted in a league championship. Coach 
Mark understood that struggles on the basketball court (missing shots or committing turnovers) reflects our struggles in life. His 
philosophy was that everything was a learning experience, and as long as you kept trying there is no such thing as failure. He might 
have been strict with his players, but each player was privileged to learn about the sacrifices it takes to win. I cherished the time 
I had as a player for Coach Mark who sadly passed away last year of heart failure. Coach Mark is remembered for so much more 
than his basketball IQ. I carry his inspiration and guidance with me every time I step on the court. He personified what it means 
when individuals act selflessly for the benefit of the team. 

I have been involved with the Hamazkayin Nayiri Dance Ensemble for ten years and have performed on stage with many 
well-known Armenian artists. During my time in this great ensemble one person has left a profound mark on my life: my instructor 
Mr. Tovmas. Through Mr. Tovmas’ instruction I learned to appreciate how dance is a unique way to express myself. Mr. Tovmas 
never let me get discouraged. He helped me persevere especially during those times when I wanted to quit. Three years ago, Mr. 
Tovmas succumbed to cancer. I felt so disheartened. Mr. Tovmas’ legacy will live forever because so many students were blessed to 
encounter such a humble and talented man who taught by example. He taught me not only dance, but also discipline and patience. 
I learned that dancing is not just a casual art form. Through dance I gained the confidence to perform in front of an audience. Mr. 
Tovmas lit a candle for his students that can never be extinguished. 

When I was in eighth grade I had the privilege of visiting our Motherland Armenia. My Kindergarten to 2nd Grade teacher 
Mrs. Mesrobian made this possible. For the last eighteen years Mrs. Mesrobian has travelled to Armenia with the graduating class 
of the Hovnanian School. Thanks to teachers like Mrs. Mesrobian, my time as a student at Hovnanian felt like being in a second 
home. I made many friends there and everyone knew each other by name. The teachers were instrumental to my early learning 
and taught me about my culture: the immense pride that I have in Armenian history was forged here. Mrs. Mesrobian has been a 
mainstay at the Hovnanian School for decades and she has the admiration, trust, and respect of students, faculty and parents. She 
coordinated a trip that meant so much more to me than just a “vacation” with friends. She was responsible for arranging visits to 
historical sights that highlighted our history and culture. Under Mrs. Mesrobian’s supervision, students participated in community 
service (by helping to plant trees) and learned about technological innovations at the Tumo Center. Throughout the entire trip Mrs. 
Mesrobian was the glue that kept the entire class together. Thanks to her dedication I will never forget that experience. 

From the time I was young, Sunday School has been an integral part of my life. When I was younger (elementary school age) 
attending Sunday School classes was not something I often looked forward to. I would have rather slept in late. Things changed 
as I got older, however, when I met Pastor Astor. As his student for two years, I gained a deeper understanding of the meaning 
of faith. Pastor Astor always made himself available to speak with students after classes were over. Pastor Astor’s influence got 
me interested in joining a Bible Study group at my current high school. This group allows me the opportunity to talk about God 
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with other classmates. Although Pastor Astor is not part of this group (he now makes his home in Los Angeles) his voice still 
reverberates in my head whenever we discuss how best to serve God. I might get the opportunity to see Pastor Astor this year 
during Summer camp. I consider that a privilege because Pastor Astor is so much more than just a spiritual leader. He is a great 
listener, and someone one can truly confide in. He has an engaging personality and as such, students might find him hanging out 
with them during free time, he even makes appearances on the basketball court. 

The seeds of my upbringing were planted at home. I want to acknowledge the priceless guidance and support that my family 
has given me while growing up. My parents have assumed an enormous role concerning my personal development. They encourage 
me to participate in social events and motivate me to explore things outside my comfort zone. My parents give me unconditional 
support through all my endeavors. This unyielding support is something I appreciate and don’t take for granted. On the stage, in 
the classroom, or on the basketball court, all my parents ask of me is to give it my all. I also don’t want to neglect how significant 
it is to have three siblings (two brothers and a sister) to share my life with. I am very lucky to have my older brother Vahan in my 
life. He is a mentor, helps me academically, and always gives me sound advice. Vahan and I relish friendly competition, and we 
express this intensely through playing one-on-one basketball and video games.

—IN MEMORIAM: Governor George Deukmejian 


ormer Governor of California and the most prominent Armenian American politician in the United States, 
George Deukmejian passed away at the age of 89 on May 8, 2018 in Long Beach, CA. Mr. Deukmejian, 

who will be lovingly remembered for his many years of public service and politics in California, was a 
friend and supporter of the Armenian Missionary Association of America and the Armenian Community. 

Born on June 6, 1928 in Menands, NY, a small village along the Hudson River near Albany, Mr. Deukmejian’s 
Armenian immigrant parents spoke Armenian, Turkish and English at home but taught George and his sister, Anna, 
only English. The Armenian Genocide was the source of his passion for public order and motivated him to seek a 
political career. His aunt was killed in the Genocide and his parents fled to the United States to escape persecution. 
He was proud of his Armenian heritage and during his entire political career, he attempted to get official recognition 
for the Genocide. 

Mr. Deukmejian earned a bachelor’s degree in sociology from Siena College in Loudonville, NY where he volunteered 
for the 1948 presidential campaign of New York Governor Thomas Dewey. In 1952, he graduated with a law degree 
from St. John’s University School of Law in Brooklyn. 

After law school, he was drafted into the Army and served in Europe. In 1955, he left New York and moved to California where his sister lived. He 
first worked for Texaco in its land and lease department and soon after worked as a deputy county counsel for Los Angeles County. 

At a wedding in 1956 he was introduced to Gloria Saatjian, a young Armenian American and Los Angeles art school graduate. They were married 
six months later and moved to Long Beach where he opened a law office. In Long Beach, the politically ambitious Deukmejian became involved in a 
host of civic activities before winning an election to the Assembly. 

He went on to spend three decades in California politics as an Assemblyman, Senator, State Attorney General and Governor. He was elected as 
the state's 35th Governor in 1982 when a massive absentee voting campaign edged him just ahead of Los Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley. As Governor 
from 1983 to 1991, Governor Deukmejian ran a law and order administration, expanding the state’s prison system and supporting tough, anti-crime 
legislation. He earned the nickname “The Iron Duke” from his Republican supporters in the Legislature for his willingness to veto spending proposals. 

After he left office, he returned to practicing law from 1991 until 2000 when he retired. Governor Deukmejian was long seen as a senior statesman

n his Sunday sermons, the Rev. Harry Maghakian was fond 
of quoting a passage from the Bible: “If you have faith 
as small as a mustard seed, you can say to this mountain, 
“Move from here to there,’ and it will move.” 

The passage from the Gospel of Matthew seemed to reflect 
Maghakian’s own larger-than-life ambitions and his faith in the 
power of a single individual to change the world. In his more 
than 50 years as a Presbyterian minister, it sometimes seemed 
as if Maghakian was capable of moving mountains. The son of 
Armenian immigrants developed some of the state’s first halfway 
houses for people struggling with mental illness and drug addic- 
tions, founded a nonprofit that would later become the state’s 
largest community mental health organization, and preached with 
a charismatic fervor until he was 92 years old. 

Maghakian died on May 15 of congestive heart failure. He 
was 94. 

“My father believed that if he loved people and stood for 
the underdog, then that would take off and spread,” said his son, 
the Rev. David Maghakian, a Presbyterian minister and child 
protection worker who lives in St. Paul, MN. 

Harry Maghakian was born in Los Angeles in 1924, soon 
after his parents fled genocide in Armenia during World War I. 
After high school, Maghakian was drafted into the U.S. Army 
and assigned to the 10th Armored Division in Germany. He 
earned a Purple Heart after his right arm was nearly blown off 
by a heavy piece of shrapnel. Despite multiple surgeries, his 
arm would never thoroughly heal and he would remain in pain 
the rest of his life. 

“My father would say, ‘Everyone has scars, and you have to 
see that in people and help them,’” his son, David, said. 

When the war ended, Maghakian returned to Los Angeles, 
studied business at Pepperdine University and started his own 
real estate business. At the time, Maghakian was also head of 
the youth ministry at Knox Presbyterian Church in Los Angeles, 
where he met his future wife, Judy. Within a year Maghakian 
had a sudden change of heart and decided to pursue the ministry 
full time; he abruptly sold his real estate business and the couple 
moved to San Francisco, where Maghakian joined the seminary. 

From the beginning of his ministry, Maghakian preached 
about the suffering of people with psychiatric problems, at a time 


when mental illness was still shrouded in secrecy. 

In 1969, while leading the Dayton Avenue Presbyterian 
Church in St. Paul, Maghakian became concerned about the 
growing number of homeless men, mostly veterans, wandering 
the streets near his church in the Selby-Dale neighborhood. After 
hearing the men’s stories over coffee in the church basement, 
Maghakian persuaded five Presbyterian churches to launch a new 
nonprofit — known as People Incorporated — that would offer 
housing, group therapy, and employment assistance for people 
with mental illness and substance use disorders. 

Over time, Maghakian became increasingly concerned 
about the shortage of stable, affordable housing for marginalized 
populations. His research took him on a sabbatical to Harvard 
University in 1971, where he studied alternative communities 
and traveled to Israel, living on a kibbutz with his wife and 
two children. Based on these experiences, Maghakian began 
to buy houses in the Selby-Dale neighborhood in St. Paul, and 
he recruited an army of church volunteers to convert them into 
halfway houses with support services. 

“Tt was a radical concept,” said his son, David. “That was 
still a time when people with mental illness were very much 
hidden in institutions or stigmatized.” 

Maghakian would lead People Incorporated for the next 
17 years, helping to transform a tiny nonprofit into a sprawling 
organization serving people throughout the Twin Cities. Today, 
it is Minnesota’s largest nonprofit provider of mental health 
services, with 56 programs that serve nearly 14,000 clients and 
has an annual budget surpassing $50 million. 

“My father planted the seed,” said his daughter, Sally 
O’Keefe, “and from there it blossomed.” 

Besides his wife and two children, Maghakian is survived 
by grandchildren Erika, Mikaela, Kevin, and Garrett; and great- 
grandchild, Kendall. Services have been held.
